The Arab world does not seem to have taken any serious 
steps to stop the fighting between the two Yemen "P™* 
which has now reached deep into North Yemen. SoufcYemen 
daims to have scored notable victories against its sister state 
with whom it was negotiating full scale unity only a few 

1972 the two republics went to war, the Arab 
League was quick to mediate and bring about a ceasefire 
which later developed into an attempt to unify the two coun- 
tries But not this time. The Arab League has been con- 
siderably weakened in the wake of the Egyptian initiative and 
the Camp David accords. Because of its weakness a. targe 
number of Arabs are being killed and vast areas devastated 
in a war that does not seem likely to end without a concerted 

Arab effort to stop it .... 

It is a sad reflection on the other 20 Arab slates that 
they cannot take effective action to bring an end to a Moody 
conflict like this. It is not as if we _do not have enough to 
worry about already. 

The two Yemeni peoples, divided by mere pohtical 
ideologies, have no quarrel with each other and toe last thing 
they wanted was another war. But their leaders are at log- 
gerheadb and their regimes are as far apart as they can be. 
Only determined, Arab mediation' may be able to end the 
conflict If this is not forthcoming, outside powers may get 
involved and end it as they see »- 

INTER-ARAB TRADE 

The Arab Economic Council winch opened in Riyadh 
yesterday is likely to come out with cerate proposals to 
increase trade among toe member states of the Arab League. 
As revealed by toe Saudi Minister of Finance and National 
Economy, inter-Arab trade forms only two per cent of Arab 

imports^ j s that the Arab states could increase 

their trade exchanges while restricting imports from butewe toe 
area to those which toey cannot produce or obtain from fellow 
members. But this is easier said than done. Political and 
ideological differences in the past impeded toe flow of gooos 
and investments. Wholesale nationalizations in some Arab, 
countries in toe 1960s prevented the richer ones from mv«ting 
in toe region. Understandably they remitted toeir surplus earn- 
inra to toe West where, at least, toey were not womed toat 
quarrels with toeir leaders would lead to loss of property. 

Fortunately, toe political and social paroxywns. of the 
1950s and 1960s are no longer as frequent or as 
as toey used to be. Most Arab states nave either abandoned 
the so-called scientific socialism of toe era which was a , mce 
euphemism for . Marxism, or denationalized many of toe forms 
and industries. They had to do tois as a result of toe Pheno- 
menal rise in Arab oil earnings which groped for outlets but 
found few safe ones nearby. 

Of toe draft proposals before the conference two ^deserve 
special attention. One deals wito toe flow of capital and the 
other with, increased trade in preference to imports. 1 
first one sounds attractive because of the obvious nee **J.°' 
it in many of the member states who possess a good potential 
for development but have little money to carry it out. They 
will have to assure capital owners in the richer states that 
their money would be safe from arbitrary sequestration or 
outright confiscation and this will take time# But increasing 
inter-Arab trade should present no serious obrtad« as l- 
is a straight-forward commercial transaction if toe price is 
fair and. toe quality good. Even if prices are higher toan 
those of other countries, preference should be given to Arab 
goods. In toe long run, prices will become more competitive 
with increased production- and improved manufacturing 
techniques. 

The Arab world has been aspiring to some kind of politi- 
cal integration since the fall of toe Muslim empire and toe 
advent of foreign imperialism. But tois goal has proved 
elusive and, apart from coordinating policy towards the com- 
mon enemy, little progress has been recorded.

LONDON — 
Militant demands from toe 
world's developing nations for 
p bigger rhare of industry have 
brought a critical phase to toe 
North-South dialogue on a new 
deal for trad? and aid. 

The demands have just 
been formulated by a meeting 
of ministers of the Group of 77 
(actually consisting of 117 d*' 
veloping countries) in Arusha, 
Tanzania. They want a mas- 
sive transfer of industry to toe 
Third World and big increases 
in aid. 

The meeting focused mount- 
ing Third World anger at the 
lack of progress since toe dia- 
logue began almost five years 
ago, and toe delegates proved 
more militant and united than 
expected in drawing up toeir 
package of demands. 

At this stage, the most power 
ful rich nations seem unwilling 
to make significant concessions 
on toe most important parts 
of the package, so bitter con- 
frontation is expected when toe 
package is presented at the 
fifth U.N. Conference on Trade 
and Development (UNCTAD 
V) in the spring.

It demanded that rich gov- 
ernments should not attempt 
to protect industries like textile* 
and footwear which cannot 
compete with toeir Third World 
equivalents.

Zia has also decided to al- 
low a further seven days gpace 
for mercy appeals from Bhut- 
to, Ms immediate family, or 
any Pakistanis. This period 
will not begin until the final 
judicial remedy has been ex- 
hausted. Appeals from foreign 
heads of state, however, will 
be counted, as mercy petWcras, 
and will be considered. 

Zia’s change of heart, 
prompted by foreign concern 
and toe possibility toat toe 
decision might lead to vio- 
lence and bloodshed, was 
signalled during a recent in- 
terview with CBS telewaon. 

Asked if toe former prime 
minister’s fate now rested so- 
lely m his hands. General 
Zia replied: “I will not keep 
tor's prerogative to myself. 
Whenever such an appeal (for 
mercy) comes, a couple of 
appeals are already with me, I 
am going to put it up before 
the panel of toe entire mili- 
tary hternidhy, and I am going 
to put it before the total ca- 
binet.

This is to ignore the fact, be 
says, that Arabs, under a va- 
riety of ancient, tribal names, 
were the dominant inhabitants 
of the region since recorded 
time. Indeed, according to Aa~ 
miry, the Jebusites who built 
Jerusalem were a sub group of 
the Canaamtes, one of the mi' 
gratory waves of Arabs who 
entered (he region from the 
southern deserts. 

Zionist Haims to historical 
right and divine promise, Aar 
miry argues, cannot be scien- 
tifically proved and, in any 
case, CXmstians and Muslims 
ettrim jimifax promises. He 
points out that modern archeo- 
logy tends to show that Heb- 
rew rule was AorHived and 
came to an end as all the other 
foreign invasions did. In fart, 
historical evidence is clear that 
other foreign occupations were 
longer and more extensive. 

Chapter One describes the 
origins of the people who first 
established Jerusalem. The an- 
cient, racial connection bet- 
ween the inhabitants of the 
Fertile Crescent and the Ara- 
bian Desert is shown. These 
Arabs founded the city some 
two thousand years before the 
Israelite conquest. Aamiry 


points out that die Jewish king- 
dom of David and Solomon 
lasted a mere 70 years before 
it broke up altogether. The 
original Arab population of 
Abe city and the region con- 
tinued to be reinforced 
throughout history. 

Chapter Two, on modern 
Jerusalem, sets the city in its 
topographical context. It shows 
statistically that, until 1948, 
Jewish ownership was only 4 
per cent of the CMd City and 17 
per cent of the extended Jeru- 
salem. Aamiry. in enumerating 
the shrines of toe faiths, casts 
the doubt of archeology on the 
Jewish Haim ri»r the Wailing 
Wall is a remnant of Solo- 
mon’s Temple. He asserts that 
k is, in fact, part of Herod’s 
Temple and that there are 
no important Jewish shrines 
of ancient date remaining. 
Aamiry regrets the violation of 
the character of toe city which 
has occurred because of indis- 
criminate buflding during the 
period of Israeli occupation. 

Chapter Three returns to the 
theme of toe ancient Arab na- 
ture of the city and Chapter 
Four underlies its longstandi n g 
sanctity even in pre-Christian 
and pre-Muslim times. The 
essentially Arab Character of 


the city is shown- 

Chapter’ Hve deals most In- 
terestingly with the language 
and culture of early Jerus alem , 
tracing philological roots of 
common words and expressions 
to proto-Arabic and ancient 
costume to contemporary Be- 
douin dress. 

Otapter Six traces toe his- 
tory of ah the foreign invasions 
of the city and m Chapter 
Seven, Aamiry demotisbes the 
Zionist efa-jjns to Jerusalem by ' 
quotations from and commen- 
taries on toe Jewish Scriptu- 
res. 

The short-hved kingdom of 
David and Sodomon is the sub- 
ject of Chapter Eight, and 
Aamiry argues that even that 
sovereignty was not complete 
but under toe aegis of Egypt 

Chapters on subsequent ru- 
lers of Jerusalem and proofs of 
the continuity of Arab settle- 
ment bring this interesting and 
readable tittle book to a close. 

Aamiry manages to rftartoaH 
a variety of sources apd autho- 
rities which he quotes in notes 
to support bis thesis and he 
puts together, albeit briefly, a 
very convincing case. The book 
includes eight maps and illus- 
trations, a short bibliography 
and a chronological table of 
important dates.

As a social scientist, he was 
also interested in the great ci- 
vil rights movement then at 
its height. Tve always been 
fascinated by the moment when 
divergent peoples come to- 
gether and suddenly under 
stand each other.” 

First Robbins organized “the 
Center for Cross Cultural Com- 
munications." He set up a 
typewriter in the basement of 
• Ms Capitol Hill house. He 
dusted off his propaganda ta- 
lents, honed with US1A in 
Bonn. And he persuaded a 
number of important people to 
serve on fu's center's board. 
(The center is now on the 
“back ’burner," but he plans to 
rtsvjve it some day.) 

He beard that the Frederick 
Douglass house, home of a 
wdHcaown Black reconstruc- 
tion era leader, was up for 
sale. To buy it. Robbins raised 
$13,000 (his first attempt at 
fund-raising). He also took out 
a $35,000 mortgage. 

"My mother’ left me some- 
thing under $20,000 when she 
died in 1962. Jt was a big help 
(hiring those first three years 
of the museum when I wasn’t 
taking a salary. In all, I guess 
I and toy family have given 
(he museum about $150,000,’" 
he said 

That most people think Rob- 
bins is rich strikes him as 
f unn y "We were in comforta- 
ble circumstances for most of 
my Hfe. But I remember the 
depression years when we 
dkhit have enough coal and 
had to burn oW furniture. But 
my mHher saw we got to toe 
beach every summer. 

“My brothers and sisters 
have been successful financial- 
ly. They’ve given money to toe 
muse um at critical times. My 
brother Norman gave toe 
Henry Tanner I9to-centiiry Af-‘ 
ro-American paintings as well 
as a group of Joseph Epstein 
bronzes.” 

Robbins needed other things 
as wefl. His first political ven- 
ture was politicking toe District 
of Columbia City government 
to change the zoning ordinance 
to permit a museum in a resi- 
dential area. 

He swapped toe rent on toe 


top floor to a secretary in re- 
turn for typing. And be floo- 
ded radio, television and news- 
papers with news releases, tele- 
phone calls, invitations and 
photocopies. 

From the first, Robbins con- 
centrated more on education — 
he’d taught at American de- 
pendent schools in Germany — 
than conooisseursfaip. 

The museum is full of the 
sound of African drums and 
the sing-song of storytelling- 
Instructors from toe museum 
gu out to schools and universi- 
ties. Robbins is 55, but looks a 
good 10 years younger. He is a 
hunchback, not that it’s kept 
ham. from p&oting planes, ski- 
ing. or coHecting a number of 
“longMme redationsfais*.” 

At one party, Frank Cetedein, 
a Washington ait critic, intro- 
duced Rcbbios to sculptor 
Crater Cross. The sculptor 
give the museum several pie- 
ces. As important, he gave 
Robbins names „of people Uke 
hi mself who African -ol* 
lections. 

“I learned all the New York 
collectors, though we missed 
many collections then because 
(hey didn't think we were sta- 
ble enough," he said. 

Robbins thinks there are 
about 50 fiist-Hass private col- 
lections in toe country. Ever 
resourceful, he turned his re- 
search for support for toe mu- 
seum in to a book, "African 
Ait in American Collections.” 

flinrp. the museum at first had 
no cotiectioD, he put together 
loan shows. He hoped, of 
course, some of toe donors 
would leave a few pieces of 
art behind. Works came from 
collectors Harold Rome, 
Chaim Gross, the Gaston de 
Have no ns. Dr. Milton R&tner, 
among others. 

Robbins has had other prob- 
lems along toe way. 

The case of the missing sta- 
tue, for instance, in December 
1973, cafled np ail his diplo- 
matic training The Afo-a-Kom 
statue, sacred to toe Korn, peo- 
ple of the Cameroons, was 
smugged out of Africa by re- 
latives of toe king of toe 
Korns. It turned up in toe 
New York gallery of Aaron

Furman. Robbins beard about 
it. raised money to buy toe 
statue from Furman at his 
oost, and took it back to the 
fcom king with a group from 
toe National Geographic So- 
defy. 

At that time, resentment 
against a White man t unning a 
black museum surfaced again. 
Robbins replied: “1 make no 
apologies for being white. 
You douY have to be Chinese 
to appreciate ancient ceramic, 
and you don’t have to be a fish 
to be an ichthyologist.” 

One detractor says much re- 
sentment against Robbins 
comes because a black man 
couldn’t raise toe kind of mo- 
ney Robbins has. Robbins says 
tout’s wrong — Alma Lewis in 
Boston, for instance, has raised 
money for toe Afro-American 
CHtural Center there. 

"People think I’ve been able 
to do what I’ve done because 
1 bad contacts. That's not so- 
1 made the contacts because of 


what 1 was doing. And, after 
aU, 1 had 10 years of exper- 
ience with US1A. putting toge- 
ther cultural programs." 

To art professionals who 
criticize las lack of formal art 
education, Robbins says, "I’ve 
bad ontoe-job training." 

As for political savvy, Rob- 
bins was a quick learner. 

He met Hayakawa 29 years 
ago when he wrote him a fan 
letter. Robbins met then- Vice 
President Hubert Humphrey 
through his State Department 
sister Frances Howard. Hum- 
phrey was chairman of the 
irouseam*& board for years 
“Robbins would tell me who 
had money, and I would say 
Let's go get it.” Humphrey said 
later. 

One of Robbins’ brighter 
ideas was to rent toe museum 
as a party place. Since it’s only 
a few Hocks from the Capitol 
ft worked out weB for fund 
reisers— (WP)

King said urban areas 
would continue burning the 
lowest sulfur fuels available, 
but be asked ihat rural areas 
be allowed to burn the re- 
maining fuels, including coal. 

And Sunday Trans World 
Airlines canceled six of its 53 
flights out of Kansas City be- 
cause of jet fuel shortages.

TEL AVIV, Feb. 26 (A.P) — Hefty fuel price increases 
were posted Monday, raising gasoline lo $235 per gallon and 
auguring accelerated inflation. 

The labor federation, the Histadrut, was considering a 
“warning” general strike to prote^ government economic 
policies. 

The cost of living index rose 48.1 per cent in 1978. With 
a 4.9 per cent jump in January, inflation is approaching 80 
per cent at a compound annual rate. 

Motorists caused traffic jams around gasoline stations 
Sunday evening after Israel Television broadcast word of 
the price rises that took effect at midnight: a 39 per cent in- 
crease for 94-octane gasoline from $1.70 to 52.35 per gallon, 
and average 32 per cent increases for diesel fuel, cooking gas 
and crude oil. 

With the stop to oil imports from Iran. Israel is paying 
as much as $22 a barrel to crude on the limited world oil 
market, officials said. The big increases in fuel prices to 
consumers have a dual purpose: to reduce fuel consumption 
and to soak up cash from consumers who. according to the 
government, are causing inflation with their free spending-

Sanjay Gandhi convicted 


NEW DELHI, Feb. 26 
lAPj — Sanjay Gandhi the 
son of former Prime Minis- 
ter lnd.Ta Gandhi, and one of 
her cabinet ministers were 
convicted Monday of five 
charges, including criminal 
conspiracy-. 

Both Gandhi. 32. and for- 
mer Information Minister 
V.C. Shukla said they would 
appeal. But they declined an 
opportunity to address the 
court before it pronounces 
sentence on Tuesday. 

The verdict ended an II- 
month legal battle marked by 
radical shifts in testimony by 
a number of prosecution, wit- 
nesses. Last May. Gandhi was 
sent to prison For a month 
after the Supreme Court rul- 
ed he had tampered with some 

of ihesc witnesses. 

They were found guilty of 
destroying a film, “Kiss a. Kursi 
Ka" or “Pursuit of the Seat 
lof Power).” satirizing Mars. 
Gandhi. ft was made by a 


member of parliament, Amrit 
Nafiata. during the 19-montth 
Emergency she imposed. Re- 
made after the emergency was 
lifted, the film was a critical 
and commercial failure. 

“I find the accused guilty of 
criminal conspiracy, breach of 
trust, mischief by fire, disho- 
nestly receiving stolen proper- 


ty, concealing stolen property 
and disappearance of eviden- 
ce." District Judge O-N. Vofa- 
ra told a packed courtroom at 
Delhi's Tis Hjazari courts.
